High Water at Keokuk—Levees Swept 
 Away—An Inundation Feared at 
Kansas City-—The Mississippi 
Still Rising. 


By to The Times. 

Pronia (Ill,,) May 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| The dyke of the La- 
marsh drainage district in the lower 
end of this city gave way shortly after 
7 o'clock this evening, flooding a dis- 
trict about five miles long and two and 
ahalf miles wide. ‘This was all re- 
claimed land and under cultivation. 
‘About twenty families live there, and 
the greatest excitement prevails at 
Pekin, directly opposite. It is feared 
some of these people perished in the 
‘rush of water. Rescuing parties are go- 
ing out from Pekin. The Illinois River 
is higher than it has been since 1844. 

Orrawa ({Ill.,) May 6.—Heavy rains 
today brought the flood up to a point 
two feet higher. On the south side 
boats were removing e from their 
water-soaked homes. The electric 
railway power-house is partially sub- 
and the line has been aban- 
doned,-The glass factory district is 
under water. Great furrows have been 
made in many streets, and culverts, 
sewers and drains are rendered worth- 
‘less by the flood. The loss in this city 
alone is fully $75,000. Marseilles, 
Lasalle and Perry are without electric 
light ¢r gas tonight. 


THE FLOOD AT | CHICAGO. 


The Oity’ s Water Supply Polluted—Other 
Serious Damage. 

May 6.—|By the Associated 
Press.] Asaresult of the tremendous 
rains this week there is grave danger 
that the immense amount of sewage 
now being discharged into the lake will 
reach the crib and pollute’ the city’s 
water supply. Officials hope that the 
flood may subside intime to enable 
them to begin pumping back into the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal. At pres- 
ént the pémping works which perform 
‘this duty are idle, the water in the 
canal being so high that it sets into the 
river and it is useless to use the pumps. 

The water in the river today was sev- 
eral inches higher than yesterday and 
the current was so strong that the move- 
ment of vessels was dangerous. A col- 
lision resulted today in which a sailor 
was killed. In many city basements 
.the floods remain and until the river is 
lowered to give the sewers their full 
oe? not much change can be ex- 
pected. 

As far as the railroads are concerned 
the worst effect of the great storms has 
been overcome and traffic has been re- 
sumed, thought it will be several days 
before business resumes its usual regu- 
larity.

POULTRY. 
*.. POULTRY AS INSECT DESTROYERS, 
[Farm and Fireside.] 
- The hens, geese, turkeys, ducks and 
guineas perform more service in the 
destruction of insects than may be sup- 
posed. Not only are the insects sought 


on every spot where they may be hid- |; 


den, but they are scratched up out of 
the gronnd, and brought to the surface. 
The guinea and turkey are destroyers 
of the insects that infest the fields, and 
a few moments observations*will con- 
vince the farmer that they are valuable 
aids to him. The distended crop of a 
fowl will contain half a pint of the sub- 


Stance eaten, and in many cases a large 


proportion is of instects, The crop is 
filled several times during the day, and 
if we give credit to a large flock it will 
be noticed that. many bushels are con- 
sumed in a weék.

NESTS FOR SETTING HENS. 
,Exchange. 

With a little care hens may be trained 
to set in ‘nests on the ground rather 
than elevated above it, as is generally 
the case. The moisture rising from the 
soil prevent the eggs getting too dry, 
as they will in nests where contact with 
the soil is not possible. Many people 
who do not appreciate the importance 
of this point have no luck with the hens 
that they set, and only get full hatches 
of chickens when hens steal their nests 
and often hatch every egg they set on. 


Growing Coffes at Alessandro, 
[Orange Belt.] 
Within the past fortnight Alessandro 
has received a thorough examination 
from S. T. Benjamin of Retalhulen, 


Guatemala, with a view of learning 


what opportunitiesthe country afforded 
for the establishment of a coffee plan- 
tation. He has examined the soil and 
climate carefully, and gives it’ as his 
opinion, based on an experience of 
several years in coffee growing coun- 
tries, that it would be a great success. 
He suggests the formation of acompany 
" push the scheme. On.a plantationof 

orty acres he would have a nursery of 
two, which would yield 80,000 sprouts 
per year, worth 25 cents apiece, while 
the remaining thirty-eight acres should 


| be set to plants. Some 80,400 plants 


would be required for this purpose. 
The yield, at the expiration of three 
years, would be about 91,200 pounds, 
valued at 20 cents per pound, or $18,- 
240. The gross income for the fourth 
year would be about $24,840. This es- 
timate is.based on a yield of -four 
pounds to the plant, while in the fifth 
year it should be about $42,560. 

The expénse of the enterprise would 
be about as follows: 

Land, $40,000; buildings, $1500; 
stock and tools, $500; water, $280; 
labor, $900; salary of superintendent, 
Total expense for first yedr, 
,080; for second year, $4580; 
third year, $4580; foirth year, $6580; 
fifth year, $6680. Grand total, $38,- 
400. ‘Net profit in five years, $9160. 

This makes quite 2 showing and the 
prospects that are possible in this 
business should certainly be alluring 
enough to drag forth capital enough to 
begin on this work at once. 

The soil and climate and water fa- 
cilities are all right in this line, and 
why should they not be utilized? 


A Glendora woman has kept a son at 
the State University at Berkely and 
clothed him; besides paying for the 
painting of the house, simply by keep- 
ing chickens during the past fifteen’ 
months, She has had good sales for all 
the eggs and ‘‘broilers’’ she could bring 
to market.—[Pomona Progress.

Judgment 
must begin at the house oF God. Chris- 
tians must have such acharacter and 
live such a ilfe that the Lord may be 
able to answer their prayers and use 
them in His service. In a word Chris- 
tians must be more: Christ-like: And 
they must let their light shine. Christ 
isnot the only light of the world.. He 
Himself has said of disciples, . ‘*Ye are 
the light of the world.”’ (Matthew v: 
14.) Unbelievers do not see Christ, 
but they see Christians; and we must 
live so that men may see Christ in us. 
There are three things. necessary in 


ing: First, the removal of sin from the 
hearts and lives of Christians. If Chris- 
tians keep sin in their hearts, meanness, 
‘lust, covetousness, indifference, they 
will hinder the blessing. We cannot 
have sin and God’s spirit in our hearts 
at the same time. Which dowe prefer? 
We must put away our sins in order to 
make room for the blessing. 

Second—Faith is needed; a firm be- 
lief in the promises of God and a con- 
viction that the blessing will surely 
come. Such faith leads to prayer; and 
believing, importunate prayer must 
always precede the blessing. When- 
‘ever God’s people prays believing, the 
blessing always fol Do we desire 
the manifestation of the spirit’s con- 
verting power so much that we continue 
hours in prayer? 

Third—Individual annointing for per- 
sonal service. This is quite as neces- 
sary as the other contitions. God uses 
human instrumentalities—earthen Ves- 
sels—te convey His blessing. And’ so 
Christians must be imbued with power 
from on high, must have a Pentecostal 
baptism of the—Holy Spirit, in order 
that God may work through them. 

This imperfect outline cannot do jus- 
tice to the admirable sermon that had 
such a powerful effect upon the great 
congregation. Those who miss hearing 
Mr. Mills suffer great loss. His after- 
noon sermons are his best.

Frightful Crime of a French 
Sheep-herder. 


An Prostitute Shot 
by Her Lover, 


After Which He Fired a Bullet into 
His Brain. 


Letters Left by the Man, Showing That 
“the Deed Was Premeditated— 
The Cause of the. 

Tragedy.

At 11:50 o'clock last night a frightful 
tragedy took place in a French lodging- 
house at No. 308!; Commercial street, 
A French sheep-herder named Jean Laue 
tier shot his mistress, Eulalie Hubert, 
alias Lillie Leclair, a French prosti- 
tute, in the neck, just below ‘the right 
ear and also in the mouth, and then 
shot himself iti the head just over the 
rightear. Three shots were fired. 

While the woman is perhaps mortally 


able to talk, and stated that Lauzier 
came up from San Diego about two 
weeks ago and has been living with her 
ever since. Thie> weeks ago he at- 
tempted to take his life in. San Diego 
by swallowing a dose of poison, but the 
doctors pumped him out and he came to 
this city. 

Yesterday she informed him that she 
would not live with him any longer, and 
he told her that he would commit sui- 
cide if she did not change her mind. 

She finally consented to remain. with 
him last night and thought she could 
talk him, out of his suicidal intention. 
The two were in the room where the 
horrible tragedy took place almost all 
night, and about to retire when he drew 
a 88-calibre bulldog pistol and she 
made a rush for the door, but before she 
reached it he fired twice and she fell. 

He then shot himself and fell close to 
the woman. A few minutes later 
Officer Rohn... reached the 
and found both  weltering in 
their blood on the floor. The patrol 
wagon was sent for and the suicide was 
taken tothe receiving hospital, where 
Dr. Bryant did ail in his power for him, 
but stated that the bullet had entered 
the brain, and gave it as his opinion 
that the man could not live until 
morning. 

A letter in French” was found on the 
suicide’s person. He says that he came 
} to this country three 
sets forth that his wife deserted him, 
and he has been in despair ever since. 
The letter reads as follows, but it is 
addressed to no one, and is not dated: 

Today a great remorse orga me ‘to the 
tomb. I am from Aurore. friend, 
since the three years that i aye left 
France, I have always been in dispair on 
aecount of my wife, who has abandoned 
me. You know whatI have done for her 
as agooi husband. I wrote to her many 
times and never received an answer from 
her.~ Iregret it:for my son, but not for 
rer, if lcommit suicide. 1] have great re- 
morse on account of her. I kill myself and 
my mistress. All we want is to he buried 
together. It isthe last service we will ask 
fromthe city of Los Angeles. Long live 
France, and long live the Republic. 

A second letter is to his parents as 
follows: 

Dear Parents: 
have always spoken to you with a liberal 
heart, although you didnt know what 
trouble filled my heart. 
time I have received no news of my wife.

Omaua (Neb.,) May 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Bishop Mallalieu -pre- 
sided at the morning session of the 
Methodist Conference. The first order 
of the day was the report of Bishop 
Thoburn of India and Malaysia. He 
said the:church is teaching the gospel 
in those countries in thirteen languages. 
The work in India is in excellent condi- 
tion, but its needs are great. Member- 
ship has increased nearly 30,000 in the 


past four years. Sunday school mem- 


bers haye increased 15,000, and now 


number 55,000. There are 297000 
scholars inthe day schools. People by 
thousands are giving uptheiridols. 


The conference then requested the 


committee appointed the previous day 
to prepare a resolution upon the Chi- 
nese Exclusion Bill to report. Judge 
Lawr¢nce submitted a report which 
stated that the committee had learned 
that the bill had already been signed 
by.the President, and therefore it is 
too late to take action until the exact 
wording of the bill is ascertained. 


Dr. Swindells offered a minority re- 


‘port to have the question referred to 
the Committee on State of the Church. 


He feared the passage of the bill would 
jeopardize the lives and property of 
missionaries in China, and wanted the 
matter considered and disposed of so 
that the conference might be thor- 
oughly informed as tothe actual state 
of affairs. 

The matter was finally referred to 
another special committee of five min- 
isters and four laymen. 

During the discussion Dr. Leonard 
denounced the President and Congress, 
and said that the Chinese had the same 
right here as other foreigners, notably 
the Irish. Dr. Swindells said that un- 
less action was taken the country would 
regard the conference as approving a 
bill which was the most iniquitous meas- 
ure ever passed by Congress. 

Dr. Edwards of Chicago denounced 
the act asa political measure. ‘‘The 
bill,’’ said he, ‘‘is a sop to the steerages- 
now unloading in New York. It was 
rushed through the Democratic House, 
passed by our noble Senators-.and signed 
by our well-nigh unimpeachable Presi- 
dent solely for political effect.’’ 

Dr. Payne of Cincinnati said the

Judge Cheney referred not alone to the 
character-building of the individual, but of 
the Nation also, and advanced the idea that 
the great civilized nations of the past— 
ancient Egypt, of which little remains save 
enigmaticaypyramids and mouldy mum- 
mies, Greece, with her crumbling statues 
angl all the old civilized nations of the 
world---are lost simply because they had 
lost the secret of perpetuity which is con. 
tained in the science of character building. 
These ahcient nations, with a -wealth of 
civilization, still had no character...._. 

To build character one must realize that. 
man is made up his thoughts, his acts, 
his desires, thatishe, and every man, is 
simply that which he makes himself. 

Judge Cheney then enforced upon ‘his 
hearers the vital necessity of thinking 
right thoughts, reading good books, choos. 
ing good companions in youth, and to those 
who had passed their youth he held out in. 
spiring promises in a transformation of 
energy, which, if turned into proper chan- 
nels, might bring forth wonderful results.

THE BEES IN SPRING. 
|American Cultivator.] 
With the swelling of the buds of the 
trees and flowers the bees begin to 


fore the time arrives for them to gather 
their honey they will probably need 
food supplied to them. The colony 
ought to be strong and vigorous {n the 
spring of the year, and they will eat 
great quantities of stores if given to 
them properly. This voracious appe- 
ite should be counted in their favor, 
and not against them. 

The beekeeper can easily determine 
whether the bees have food enough by 
lifting the combs. If their weight is 
such as to signify exhaustion of all the 


nectar at once. A strong colony that 
has withstood the cold of winter bravely 
are often injured early in the spring by 
neglect to feed them. : 

n feeding the bees in the early spring 
when they begin to fly around, but can- 
mot get honey enough. the keeper should 
bear in mind the particular object for 
which he is supplying food. The large, 
strong colonies need the food chiefly to 
stimulate the bee queen to greater lay- 
ing powers, but the light colonies will 
need a more liberal supply of food. 
They need it for themselves, and also to 
stimulate their queen. - 

The food should consist of a syrup 
Made of granulated sugar, and this 
should be placed in sufficient quantity 
| omthe patent feeder. Then gently lift- 
ing the top mat, the feeder should be 
placed directly upon the frames, and 
left there until the bees have extracted | 
all the honey from the sugar. The 
work should be done quietly ani quickly, 
so that the bees will not be disturbed 
unduly. The top should be covered im- 
mediately, and the hive then be left

A Damaging Confession Made to De- 
tective Moffatt. 

Admitted That He Has Served time 
in Joliet Prison. 


Weak Testimony Offered by the Defense 
—Evyerything so Far Against the 
Prisoner—Taking Testimony 
Concluded. 


The trialof the case against E. A. 
McDonald, charged with having bur- 
glarized the Cathedral on November 26 
last and stolen therefrom two ostensorii 
and aciboruma résumé of which was 
given in Tus Timgs yesterday morning, 
was resumed before Judge McKinley and 
a jury in Department Six yesterday 
morning. 

‘The courtroom was _ uncomfortably 
crowded with spectators all day, and an 
unusual amount of interest was mani- 


V. Collins, proprietor of the Bay View 

Hotel, at San Diego. He testified to 
the effect that on November 27 the de- 
fendant registered at his hotel, and took 

aroom. Hethen had two valises. Next 
morning he went out but returned soon

He was 
then very nervous and ill at.ease. The 
witness was corroborated by J. D. Car- 
ter, a young‘ man who was present at 
the investigation of the broken metal. 

Detective Jim Russell was then called 
tothe stand and proved to bea very 
strong witness for the prosecution. He 
testified to having examined the broken 
metal at Young’s office and advised the 
assayer as to the course he should pur- 
sue. He then commenced an investiga- 
tion of the affair and his suspicions 
that the pieces of metal were parts of 
church vessels were corroborated on

The witness finally arrested 
him.

mill in 1879, and told the story of the

While 
they were forming their plan of attack, 
the watchman came out with the dog, 
and McDonald's genius at once asserted 
itself. Throwing pieces of frozen dirt 
in front of the dog he enticed him away 
from the watchman by -degrees, and his 
master after calling him a few times 
went in and shut the door. McDonald, 
a few minutes later, placed his com- 
panion opposite a window . through 
which he could see the man inside, and, 
‘telling him to signal “whether or 
he had his gun with him, wert 
to the door and scratched with his nails 
on it near the bottom. As he did so the 
watchman got up unsuspiciously, with- 
out his gun, and, saying out loud, ‘I 
thought you'd want to get in out of the 
cold,” threw open the door. As. he did 
so McDonald sprang at and throttled 
him, while his pal rushed in and gagged 
him. They then bound the watchman 
and McDonald in fifteen minutes had 
blown open the safe. In order to open 
the money drawer, however, he needed 
a tool, and despatched his pal for one. 
The latter, instead of going to McDon- 
ald’s room, went over to a salodn across 
the street, and, after taking a drink, 
borrowed a hatchet. McDonald then
